for the first time since 1981,
total Los Angeles County land,
improvement and property val-
ue has been assessed, subject
to local tax rates, at $8,006,
130,250, according to figures re-
leased last week by Thomas H.
Kuchel, state controller.

Total assessed - value of all
property in California subject to
Jocal taxation increased; $559,
651,405 while the total indebted-
ness of the 68 counties de-
creased - $5,065,397 during the
past year.

The total assessed value, $9;-

100,823,868 as of Sept.2, amounts+

to $983.87 per capita. This shows
an Increase of 84.91 percent over
the valuations of 25 years Ago,
but the per capita values have
declined from $1,827.78 during
this same period.
